LIQUOR SOLICITING. 


It may be of interest to our readers 
to recall that by an act of Congress, 
effective July 1, 1917, no soliciting of 
Alcoholic Liquids, under the commonly 


. accepted meaning, can be transmitted 


through the United States mails into 
territory where such advertising or so- 
liciting is contrary to law. The ques- 


tion as to what is intoxicating liquor is 


a question of fact to be determined 
from all available evidence. Ethyl al- 
cohol is regarded as an intoxicating liq- 
uor within the meaning of the act. On 
the other hand,. Methyl alcohol, Wood 
alcohol and Denatured alcohol are not 
regarded, by the department, as intoxi- 
cating liquors within the meaning of 
the act. 

Since a large number of the States 
throughout the Union are now either 
wholly or partially in the dry column, 
it is practically recognized that any 


journal, newspaper or having 
any extensive circulation will be forced 


refuse all advertising of* alcoholic 


He can hope to be little more than .a~ liquors. From’ the interpretation of the 


raling, publications containing éven ad- 
vertisements of liquors for “scientific, 
medicinal, .or mechanical 
purposes’ will not even be ee in 
the mails. 

We understand some publishers who 
were seriously affectéd by this act have 


“gone so far as to cancel subscriptions 


in dry territories in order that they 
_ might still be able to carry the adver- 
“Tising in their local State. The penalty 
for transmitting liquor advertisements 
or solicitation is sufficiently severe so 


that very few will attempt to dodge the 


intent of the law. As matters now 
stand it would appear that the pesty 
personal solicitor will again come into 
his own until such time as the United 
States as a whole goes dry. 


BENEVOLENT ASSIMILATION. 


The recent announcement that the 
School of Pharmacy of the North- 
western University has been taken 
over by the University of Illinois is 
a surprise in pharmacy circles. The 
Northwestern University School of 
Pharmacy has long been one of the 
foremost schools of its kind in the 
United States and it enjoyed an en- 
viable record under the leadership of 
the late Dr. Oscar Oldberg, and re- 
cently under that of Dr. John H. 
Long. The school was nationally 
and internationally known. In recent 
years, however, educators have” been 
working at the problem of school 
management in an altruistic and 
broad-minded way. It has long been 
recognized that one good school is 
better than two or three fair schools. 
The cost of running a good school has 
been increasing by leaps and bounds 
whereas the income is practically sta- 
tionary. ‘Those who have the best 
interests of education at heart realize 


_ that the duplication of such expensive 
institutions in a single community is, 
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at best, poor business and eventually 
bad educational policy. 

The new school will be one of the 
largest and, shortly, one of the very 
best in the United States. It will be 
able to provide apparatus and teach- 
ing facilities of the very best. We 
predict the faculty, too; will shortly 
be one of the strongest, in pharma- 
ceutical education, in this country. 
All these advantages are, of course, 
apparent and easily obtained where a 
unity of effort is being put forth. 

So far as we know Prof. M. A. 
Miner, who. it will be remembered 


about a year ago paid us a pleasant 


visit, is the only member of the 
Northwestern faculty to be trans- 
ferred to the new _ school. Prof. 
Miner’s ability as a teacher of pharm- 
acy is everywhere recognized and the

school would not be-complete without 
him. 

We are pleased to note this last 
consolidation is being accomplished 
with the kindliest of feelings on all 
sides. With the State’s support and 


control and the assurance of a large 
student body there can only be the 
greatest of success. Let us hope 
these benevolent assimilations may go 
on until we have a far fewer and 
far better class of schools. Other 
professional schools have been doing 
this with the greatest of. benefit to 
the schools concerned and to the pro- 
fessions affected, 


MEDICINAL ALCOHOL. 


The objectionable amendment to Sec- 
tion 304 of the Revenue Bill has been 
eliminated, according to Counselor 
E. C. Brokmeyer. This amendment 
would have taxed the alcohol in every 
sort of medicinal and cosmetic prepara- 
tion. 

This is very alanis as it would 
entail no small amount of work for the 
pharmacist to figure out the actua! 
amount.of alcohol in his entire establish- 
ment. Indeed it would have been 4 
very large task to say nothing of the 
extra cost in the way of tax. However, 
perhaps it is not yet time to celebrate 
since the Revenue Bill has not been 
finally put into law. 


MAILABILITY OF ANESTHETICS 
AND POISONS. | 
The following ruling is given by the 
Second Assistant Postmaster General: 
“Poisons are not admissible to the 
mails, and medicines containing nar- 
cotics which come within the scope of 
the Harrison anti-narcotic law are not 
mailable. This excludes from the mails 


all preparations containing more than 
two grains of opium, or more than one- 


fourth grain of morphine, or more than 
one-eighth grain heroin, or more than 
one grain of codeine, to the ounce, and 
also excludes all preparations contain- 
ing cocaine in any quantity, as well as 
derivatives thereof.”

This paper. is not intended, in any 
sense of the word, to be a criticism on 
the ninth revision of the Pharmaco- 


-poeia: Because such a task is far 


beyond the ability of its humble writer; 
besides the present revision’ of the U. 


S. P. is a work so thoroughly scientific — 


and so comprehensive in its scope that 
it merits the commendation of our pro- 
fession rather than adverse criticism 
from. any .one. of us. 


. It has been the earnest. indesvvor: of 
every revision committee to have each 
decennial revision of the U. S. P. com- 
prehend all of the most important 
drugs, chemicals, preparations, reagents, 
tests, and tables. and the. essential facts 
pertaining thereto; and to eliminate, as 
far as possible, all that is unimportant 
and that which has become obsolete. 
Before the ten years (or possibly 
more) have elapsed when the next re- 
vision is due to appéar, pharmacists, 
physicians, chemists, and manufacturers 
will have had ample opportunity to dis- 
caver, at first hand, how well the revi- 


copoeia has performed its arduous task. 


_A friendly discussion of the salient: 


features of this book, which is so in- 
dispensable in the pursuit of our pro- 
fession, may be of interest and of bene- 
fit to us all. It is to such an end. that 
this paper is here submitted. 

General Principles. Under this head- 
ing are included the scope of the 
Pharmacopoeia; doses, nomenclature, 
synonyms, purity and_ strength of 
Pharmacopoeial articles, international 
standards, general formulas, an append- 


ed list of preparations in which an of- 


ficial article is used, alcoholic percent- 
age in official preparations, assay pro- 
cesses, serums and other biological pro- 
ducts, weights and measures, atomic 
weights, physical constants, standard 
temperature, compound preparations, 
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pharmacognostical descriptions, powder- 
ed drugs, diagnostical reagents, and 
solubilities, together with provisions 


_ for the issuing of a supplement, its pub- 


licity, date when it becomes official and 
precedents to be followed. 


Scope. The Scope of the U. S. 
aside from being a little more explicit, 
is practically the same as it was before. 
Undoubtedly, it was the intention of the 
revision committee to exclude from the 
Pharmacopoeia all substances or com- 
binations of substances the composition 
or mode of manufacture of which is 
kept secret or which are controlled by 
unlimited’ or proprietary or _ Patent 
rights. 

From the interpretation of the United 
States patent and copyright laws by 
some of our brother pharmacists it 
would appear that the aims of the revi- 
sion committee have been somewhat 
thwarted in this respect. Others are 


of the opinion, however, that these in- 


terpretations are not “according to 
hoyle,” and that any article in the 
U. S. P. is public property so far as 
concerns its production and distribution 
under its official name. 


N omenclature. In an endeavor to get 
physicians to use uniform abbreviations 
(in case any are to be used in writing 


sion committee of our present pharma- | prescriptions) it is recommended, un- 


der the heading of nomenclature, that 
official abbreviations be introduced. That 
there is need of uniformity in this re- 
spect we are all here to testify. Let 
us hope that the official abbreviations in- 
corporated into the U. S. P. will be 
used. by the practicing physicians. We 
as pharmacists can do a great deal to- 
ward establishing such uniformity by 
cooperating with the physician. | 

Synonyms. Some articles are like 
some people. They have so many nick- 
names, some of which by no means 
whatever express the nature of the ar- 
ticle, that it has seemed proper to of- 
ficially select the more common syn- 
onyms, 

Purity and strength of Pharmaco- 
poeial Articles. The purity and strength 
of pharmacopoeial articles includes the 
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“Purity Rubric” which limits the per- 
centage of innocuous impurities: The 
Federal government, as well as most of 
the states in the: Union, having passed 
pure food and drug laws establishing 
standards of purity which must con- 
form to those established in the U. S. 
P., this particular part of the Pharma- 
copoeia becomes of very great import- 
ance to us all. It will be noticed that 
a greater allowance is made for the 
presence of unavoidable innocuous im- 
purities and for variations due to source, 
mode of preparation, or to keeping 
qualities of certain articles. 


International Standards. 
ing the necessity of adopting certain 
standards for the more potent remedies, 
the various nations provided for the 
appointment of the “International Con- 
ference for the Unification of Formulas 
for Potent Remedies.” After due delib- 
eration, this conference drew up an 
international protocol or agreement rela- 
tive to the formulas for some of the 
more universally used potent remedies. 
These international standards have been 
adopted by the U. S. P., although it 
was not deemed advisable to adopt the 
details of pharmaceutical or other pro- 
cesses recommended by the conference. 
With the establishment of these inter- 
national standards it is possible to se- 
cure uniformity i in these articles whether 
purchased in London or Liverpool, Ber- 
lin or Paris, Vienna or Petrograd, Bom- 
bay, Calcutta, Sydney, Melbourne, New 
York or San Francisco. | 

Following up this cooperation on the 
part of the nations, “The International 
Opium Conference” was held at The 
Hague in December, 1911, and January, 
1912, for the purpose of regulating the 
traffic in this narcotic. In recognition 
of the energetic and valuable work done 
along this line by our California State 
Board of Pharmacy, the President of 
the United States appointed Hon. H. J. 
Finger, senior member of the State 
Board of Pharmacy, to represent our 
country at this conference. In telling 
of some of his experience while at this 
conference’ our -worthy~ representative 
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says: “The arguments at’ times were 
most strenuous, the statements made 
sometimes most drastic and personal- 
ities sometimes resorted to to such an 
extent that adjournments became ad- 
visable and necessary and were often 
taken.” The final outcome of the ‘con- 
ference, however, was'a happy one and 
has already produced excellent results, 
for, as Mr. Finger says, “The Harrison 
Law, so called, is a fulfillment of that 
promise made by the American Delega- 
tion of “The International Opium Con- 
ferencée.’”” There is yet opportunity for 
still closer international cooperation but 
the prospects for another international 
conference in the near future are not 
bright at present; but out of this terrible 
struggle which seems to be drawing the 
whole. human race into its irresistible 
grasp some good. will surely come. 
Peace must follow war as the dawn 


follows the dark, as the sunshine fol- 


lows the rain. 


General Formulas. The idea of ~gen- 
eral formulas has been more fully car- 


ried out than in previous revisions and 


is applied in practice to the manufacture 
of waters, tinctures, fluid extracts, etc. 
The repetition of the detailed descrip- 
tion of these long processes which are 


identical is thus: eliminated and the book 


condensed just that much. 

A ppended list of preparations in which 
an official article is used. By append- 
ing a list of preparations in which an 
official article is used the Pharmacopoeia 
becomes a’ better ‘reference book for 


physicians, pharmacists and for students. 


Alcoholic Percentage in Official Pre- 
parations. A standard for the alcoholic 
content of preparations has been estab- 
lished, allowance being made for the 
nature of the drug used, unavoidable 
loss of alcohol through evaporation 
during manufacture and ‘storage or 
through the process of distillation. A 
tolerance of ten per cent. more or less 
of the volume per cent. of alcohol is 
permitted. An official process is also 
given fot the determination of the: per 
cent. of alcohol in official preparations. 
. Assay Processes. To go into the de- 
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tails of the assay processes is beyond 
the scope of this paper. Suffice it to 
say that practically every drug, chem- 
ical, or. preparation capable of ‘assay 
has been included in the list of assayed 
articles. In addition to the Chemical 
Assays, detailed directions are given 
for the Biological Assay of such drugs 
as Aconite, Cannabis; Digitalis, Stro- 
phanthus, and Squill, and their official 
preparations, as well as for suprarenal 
gland, and pituitary solution. In the 
case of Pituitary Solution and of Can- 
nabis and its preparations the Biolog- 
ical Assay is compulsory, but with the 


others it is optional. 


Serums and other Btological Pro- 
ducts, The introduction of serums and 
other biological products into modern 
therapy and their constantly growing 
importance has necessitated the intro- 
duction of those of approved usefulness 
into the U. S. P. and the establishment 
of standards for the same by the 
United States Government. 

The Ninth Revision of the Pharma- 
copoeia is the first to officially recognize 
biological products and to establish as- 
say processes for their standardization. 

Physical Constants. Official methods 
for taking physical constants are intro- 
duced for the first time. In part II 
of the Pharmacopoeia are found de- 
tailed directions for taking such phys- 
ical constants as melting points, boil- 
ing points, congealing points, and sol- 
ubilities. | 

Pharmacognostical Descriptions. All 
solids, as a rule, are more easily han- 
died in a powdered condition. ‘They 
are, therefore, reduced to a fine state 
of«subdivision previous to being used. 
Since most of the crude drugs come 
to the wholesaler as well as to the re- 
tailer in a powdered condition, it is 
very essential that accurate means be 
provided to establish their identity and 


also to discover any possible admix-— 


tures or impurities; hence the U. S. P. 
has provided microscopic as well as 
macroscopic descriptions, and also a 
statement of the appearance of | the 


normal structural elements: 


Diagnostical Reagents. A chapter on 


Diagnostical Reagents and Chemical 
Tests has been added to the present 
Pharmacopoeia, which will be of in- 
estimable value to those who are inter- 
ested in this particular line of work. — 
- Additions and Deletions. A number 
of articles were added which are of 
great importance in the practice of 
modern pharmacy. Others are found 
in the list of articles added which will 
prove to be less popular. A vast num- 
ber of articles were dismissed from the 
Ninth Revision of the Pharmacopoeia. 
Some for one reason and some for an- 
other. Many of them should have been 
dismissed long ago for they served no 
useful purpose in modern pharmacy. 
It is to be hoped that others which are 
fully as useless will follow in the due 
course of time.

CARE OF BIOLOGICALS. 


By FrepD FLEMING. 


Many druggists are asking them- 
selves, “Can I carry a line of biolog- 
icals and make them a profitable asset 
in my business?” The solution of this 
question involves a number of problems, 
which must be weighed thoughtfully be- 
fore an affirmative answer can be made. 

It is very easy to foresee that the 
future prescription business is destined 
to undergo radical changes.- Within the 
past five years most of you have doubt- 
less observed a growing’ tendency 
among physicians to use fewer drugs 
and more biologicals, especially bac- 
terial vaccines, and also animal ex- 


tracts. Surgery and specific medication 


are rapidly supplanting the complex 
formulas’ and prescriptions that have 
been so frequently prescribed in the 
past. As diagnosis becomes more ac- 
curate the selection of therapeutic 
agents will be less confusing. There- 
fore, we ‘will find that the use of biol- 
ogicals will grow along with the rapid 
advance in’ medicine and the druggist 
who does not see the possibilities in this 
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field will overlook an opportunity to be 


in the front ranks among’ prescription 
druggists. 

The purpose of this paper is to point 
out some of the chief essentials to suc- 
cessful and profitable handling of biol- 
ogicals. In the first place, a druggist, 
in order to insure rapid turnover, should 
have, or be in a position to secure a 
good prescription business. He must 
cater to physicians and have their con- 
fidence, as well as that of the public. 
He will find it profitable to call upon 
physicians, hospitals and health officers 
and ascertain their biological needs. 
This often will afford an excellent op- 
portunity to procure other profitable 
business. Physicians should be con- 
sulted concerning styles of packages 
preferred, kind and strengths of vac- 
cines desired and all data should be se- 


cured that will assist in the selection of 


a line adequate to meet the demands of 
‘men in various lines of practice. They 
should be assured of the fullest co- 
operation in supplying their wants at all 
times with high grade biological items, 
which have been kept under proper 
storage conditions. 

With satisfactory assurance from the 
medical profession, the druggist may 
' then begin to consider the line, which 
from every view-point will likely be 
the most satisfactory and profitable to 
stock. Shall I buy direct from the 
manufacturer, or from my regular job- 
ber? This is likely to be one of the 
first questions to arise in the druggist’s 
mind: The answer to this self-directed 


query should not be difficult. The most. 


satisfactory source of biological supply 
is necessarily that which is in a position 
to give the best service, not only in 


distributing but also in storing the 


materials under proper conditions. 
From the druggist’s standpoint, the 
line which will give him the quickest 
turnover and represents .the smallest in- 
vestment: which will adequately meet 
physician’s demands from day to day, 
is quite likely to be. the most profitable, 
provided the prices are satisfactory. 


The careful selection of this line and. 


the watching of it closely from day to 
day, either by. keeping a stockbook. rec- 
ord of date of purchases, sales, expira- 
tion dates and reorders, or otherwise 
adopting a system which will prevent 
over-purchases or. shorts on_ staple 
items, are matters of vital importance. 
The demands for biologicals are often 
very efratic, although season has its 
influences and offers some guide. It 
keeps the druggist on the alert to pro- 
vide himself with seasonable items and 
always be on the watch for excessive 
demands, the result of epidemics. This 
again is where the distributor is in a 
position to give good service with a 
reserve stock available in a few minutes 
or a few hours at most. 


Distributors, generally, are coming 
to appreciate the fact that many drug- 
gists prefer to buy their biologicals of 
them as their demands arise, rather 
than purchase them in larger quantities 
from distant sources. Consequently, 
jobbers everywhere are equipping them- 
selves with refrigerators especially 
adapted for biological storage. Thus, 
with the much better cooperation of 


jobbers in supplying biologicals, drug- 


gists no longer need anticipate their 
demands for this line by large direct 
purchases from manufacturers which 
often means over-stocking on unsalable 
items. 

Biological buying offers some dis- 
tinct advantages over pharmaceutical 
purchasing, one is, the return privilege 
which ‘entirely overcomes depreciation 
in value of stock and the danger of 
over-stocking, which is so easy to do 
in the purchase of pharmaceuticals as 
this line does not permit the same free- 
dom of return and exchanges. 

Proper storage of biologicals is of 
vital importance and druggists should 
not attempt to carry them in a com- 
prehensive way without a suitable re- 
frigerator. They may be stored in 
soda fountains, if dry compartments 
are available. Where a small stock is 
carried this is permissible though more 
or less unsatisfactory. While it is ab- 


solutely essential that smallpox vaccine 
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virus be kept at low température in 
order to retain its potency for any 
considerable time, it is a generally 
recognized fact: that other biologicals 
require moderate to low temperature, 
in order that the best results may be 
had from their use. Physicians appre- 
ciate: these facts and are demanding 
that products of this character be kept 
at suitable temperatures. This and 
reliability of manufacturer are two of 
the great essentials demanded by phys- 
icians. Service and convenience of 
packages are other requisites of lesser, 
though of to the con- 
sumer. 


~The rate of deterioration of certain 
biological products has been studied 
carefully and has presented interesting 
facts. Smallpox vaccine virus, for ex- 
ample, has been found to be inert after 
three or four days’ exposure to body 
temperature, while at 70 degrees Fah- 


renheit, it will remain active, only two 


or three weeks. At 50 degrees Fahren- 
heit, or ordinary refrigerator tempera- 


ture, it will remain alive and sufficiently 


potent from three to six months, and at 
10 degrees Fahrenheit it has been 
found alive after three or four years. 
From the foregoing it is very evi- 
dent that a druggist cannot keep vac- 
cine virus in a prescription case drawer 
for any length of time and assure his 


physicians that it is a potent virus. 


All biological products represent 
more or less complex protein substances 
which from their very nature tend to 
undergo, in time, a certain amount of 
change and consequent deterioration. 
It has been shown by scientific experi- 
mentation that cold retards these 
changes while heat hastens them. Care- 
ful manufacturers are consequently lay- 
ing much emphasis upon the question of 
proper refrigeration of their biological 
products, in order the physicians may 
be assured of greater uniformity of re- 
sults from their use. Physicians are 


coming to appreciate fully the necessity 


of proper storage for biologicals and 


are passing up the druggist who does 


not observe’ the necessary precautions 


in’ handling this line of products, for 
the one who has recognized the pos- 
sibilities offered in featuring properly 
refrigerated products. In -some in- 
stances, the cost incurred to keep biol- 
ogicals properly is not apparently justi- 
fied by the promise of returns. Drug- 
gists, however, should take into con- 
sideration the fact that the stocking 
and proper handling of high class biol- 
ogical line carries prestige with it and 
influences physicians to throw business 
to the store that features the best, both 
in biological and pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts for prescription work, 

There has often been much dian 
pointment and discouragement to phys- 
icians in attempting to use biologicals, 
on account of the inadequate supplies of 
many druggists. The line has been 
limited to a few staple items, and fre- 
quently they are out-dated. In view 
of the return datings and exchange for 
new goods, there is little excuse for a 
druggist to ‘face an urgent demand for 
an item and find his only package with 


the date expiration long since past. It 


does not require any large outlay to 
stock quite a complete line of biolog- 
icals, if the items are.carefully chosen. 
Except in the face of an epidemic, only 
a few packages of each of the popular 


numbers of the various used vaccines 


need be constantly on hand. Others 
may be secured on short notice from 
your wholesale druggist. 
Collateral lines, such as_ surgical 
dressings, vaccine shields, antiseptics, 
mouth washes, etc., also usually move 
better where a full biological line is 
kept and thus the biological end of the 
business may be made a good feeder 
for .the even more profitable selling 
items. 
A biological line must be handled 
with zest, otherwise it is likely to be- 
come a liability rather than an asset. 
There is no cleaner or more’ interesting 
line and nothing that will reflect more 
credit upon the druggist than the repu- 
tation of being up to the minute in the 


selection, proper handling and dispens- 


ing of biological products. ‘Druggists, 
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therefore, will do well to study this line 
and its possibilities in relation to their 
future. prescription business. Its use 
is built upon scientific facts, which are 
fast replacing old, unproved theories 
and empirical medicine. There may be 


many changes in. biological therapy, but | 


it is very certain that it will continue 
to grow hand in hand with scientific 
medicine.

INDIA AS A DRUG PRODUCER. 


The richness of India in official and 
non-official drugs was spoken of by Dr. 
David Hooper in his presidential address 
to the British Pharmaceutical Confer- 
ence. This, he said, is a benefit we have 
enjoyed from the time when our an- 
cestors sailed to the East to bring 
“spices, precious stones and drugges 
for the Poticaries.” The fragrant gum- 
resins of former times, myrrh and 
frankincense, are still sorted, stored and 
sold from the godowns of Bombay. 
Senna-leaves are gathered from the 
irrigated lands of Tinnevalley and ex- 
ported in the autumn from Tuticorin. 


The deciduous forests of the eastern 


and western. coasts yield nux vomica 
more than sufficient to meet all demands, 
yet strychnine is advancing in price. 
Sandalwood is a forest product of in- 
trinsic value to the State of Mysore, 
but most of the wood has been ex- 
ported to Europe to be distilled for its 
oil. During the past few months a 
factory has been erected near. the Indian 
Institute of Science, Bangalore, for dis- 
tilling the wood on scientific principles. 
The establishment will cost a large sum, 
but it is anticipated that the commercial 
value of the oil, equal in quality to that 
obtained in Europe, will justify the 
expense of the undertaking. The hills 
of Travancore and Cochin yield abund- 
ance of lemongrass, ‘from which the 
essential oil is distilled; while the up- 
lands of Nimar are still celebrated for 
their geranium and gingergrass oils. 


imported from Turkish sources. 


Thymol is now produced. on a commer- 


cial scale from oil of ajowanseed. The 


oil of gaultheria, a plant growing in 
abundance on the Nilgiris, consists of 
methyl salicylate, a product much in 
demand. | 


Among: fixed oils, croton and castor 
have been peculiar to the East Indies; 
the latter is exported in large quanti- 
ties, and is one of the few oils most 
suitable for. lubricating aeroplanes. 
Gurjun oil and chaulmoograseeds are 


forest products of. Burmah and the par- 


tially explored Chittagong Hill tracts. 
Of oil. and oil. seeds India has an abun- 
dant supply, overflowing in exports of 
seeds alone at the rate of a million tons 
a year. Linseed, rape, ground-nut, 
sesame, cotton, mowra, and poppy are 
the chief sources, but innumerable oils 
are obtained from all sorts and condi- 
tions of plants, from the stately coco- 
nut palm growing on the coasts to the 
perilla or hyssop that grows on the 
wall, | 
Opium has ceased to be exported to 
China, and is available for legitimate 
and medicinal use in place of the drug 
The 
composition differs from that of official 


opium in the lowér proportion of mor- 


phine and the high content of narcotine. 


Notwithstanding these minor defects, we 
are informed by the Imperial Institute 


that Indian opium is now being used 
for the manufacture of morphine and 
codeine, and some varieteis have a fair 
alkaloidal value rendering them suit- — 
able for the preparation of galenicals. 
For many years attempts have been 
made by the Forest Department to bring 
into the market the products of the ex- 


tensive forests of Chile pine (Pinus 


longifolia) in the Himalayas. Distillers 
at Dehra Dun and beyond Naini Tal 
have attracted a limited trade, but’ the 
erection of a new and enlarged factory 
in the Punjab, with all the more modern 
improvements, is likely to eclipse all 
former experiments. The first season’s 
working has yielded very fine grades 
both of turpentine and rosin, and there 


is little doubt that, with the other fac- 
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tories, India will be able to supply the 
greater part of her own markets with 
these products. 


A few years ago Dr. Hooper showed 
that half the vegetable drugs of the 
Pharmacopoeia are indigenous to India, 
and most of the remainder can be cul- 
tivated there. India, with its varied 
climate, elevation, and soil; has been 
found by expériment to be most suitable 
for the cultivation of cinchona, digitalis, 
belladonna, henbane, jalap, saffron, and 
coca equal in activity to the same drugs 
grown in their respective habitats. Fifty 
years ago the experiment of growing 
cinchona was being watched by scien- 
tists with the utmost interest. Young 
plants were tended with the greatest 
care, and the progress of their growth 
and the analysis of the bark formed 
subjects of numerous dispatches to the 
Secretary of State. On comparing the 
early struggles of the industry with the 
present position we know that there 
are thousands of acres of cinchona now 
growing near Darjeeling in Northern 
India and in the Nilgiri Hills, Southern 
India. Since the establishment of fac- 
tories on these sites in 1888 and 1889 
quinine sulphate has regularly been 
made. The combined output of the two 
factories last year amounted to 1,280,000 
oz. of sulphate of quinine. This is a 
grand result in acclimatization, and a 
tribute to the energy and foresight of 
Sir Clements Markham, who pioneered 
the industry, and: whose death we have 
lately been called upon to mourn. This 
amount of quinine, however, does not 
meet the demand of local consumption, 
and since it is still the foremost remedy 
for malaria, and the best substitute for 
synthetic pyretics, the Government of 
India should not be satisfied until the 
country is independent of outside sup- 
plies. 


Turning to mineral substances » it is 
satisfactory to know that biological con- 
ditions for the formation of nitrous 
earth are not more favorable in any part 
of the world than they are in the valley 
of the Ganges. It is not in many 
regions that’ a source of potash and 


nitric acid is as common as the dust 


under one’s feet, but here for genera- 


tions saltpetre has been separated and 
refined on a large scale. It has long 
been used as an ingredient in black 
gun-powder, and is now required to a 
great extent in the manufacture of nigh 
explosives. 


For over twenty years India has ex- 
ported large quantities of manganese 
ore, and at the present time she ranks 
next to Russia as the greatest pro- 
ducer of the world. Steelworkers of 
Britain and the Allies have therefore 
abundance of ferro-manganese for their 
factories without having to depend on 
foreign supplies. This is a factor of 
no mean significance in the matter of 
supply of war material. A few years 
ago attempts were made to develop 
the wolfram or tungsten deposits of the 
Indian Empire, with the result that 
Lower Burmah now heads the list 
as the world’s largest producer. For- 
merly most of the wolfram was ex- 
ported to Germany, but now English 
smelters have overcome the difficulties 
in handling this metal, and are in a 
position to cope with any quantity that 
may be exported to them. 


The manufacture of munitions in 
India is proceeding briskly. The out- 
put is steadily increasing; many ship- 
ments have already been made, and the 
development of existing factories is re- 
ceiving the diligent attention of the 
Government. Since the commencement 
of the war the Government has taken 


steps to assist local industries, among 


them being glassworks, the manufacture 


of Epsom salt and bichromate of potash, 


and gil-pressing. It will be admitted 
that India is not only at present an 
important unit in, and an active partner 
of, the Empire, but there are latent 
industries capable of great development 
in the future. 


The drugs of India have for many 
Bee been an attractive field for chem- 
ical research, and during the past year, 
notwithstanding the circumstances of 
the times, some advance has been made 
in our knowledge of the composition 
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of a few. Messrs). Clewer;’ Green and 
Tutin have discovered that the dreaded 


and poisonous root-of Gloriosa superba 
owes its properties to colchicine. Mr. 
J. H. Barens has investigated Indian 
henbane (Hyoscyamus muticus) from 
the Punjab, and confirms the high yield 
(nearly 1 per cent.,) of mydriatic 
alkaloids that had been previously found 
in plants growing in Sind and Egypt. 
These alkaloids are becoming very valu- 
able, and fresh sources are urgently 
required. Mr, Barnes has also examined 
the fixed oil of the poli plant (Carth- 
amus Oxyacantha), a wild prickly shrub 
growing about Peshawar. The oil has 
been technically in use in ornamenting 
Afridi wax-cloth, and has lately ap- 
peared as an adulterant or substitute of 
ghee or clarified butter. . The drug 
called. “Mudar,” or. “Ak” (Calotropis 
gigantea), examined by Dr. Warden in 
1885, has again been examined by 
Messrs. E. G. Hill and A. K. Sirkar, 
resulting in the isolation of a new 
alcohol, mudaric acid. A _ test for 
hashish (Cannabis sativa) has long 
been needed, and Dr. Beam, of Khar- 
toum, claims to have discovered one of 
great delicacy. It consists of a solution 
of hydrogen chloride in alcohol added 
to a petroleurmn-ether extract of hemp, 
when a cherry-red color is produced. 
The intravenous injection of chaul- 
moogra oil for leprosy has, in the hands 
of Sir Leonard Rogers, of Calcutta, 
met with encouraging results. 


Since 1895 there has existed in Cal- 
cutta an Indigenous Drugs Committee. 
Its functions have been to select cer- 


tain drugs for experiment, arrange for 


suitable preparations being made at the 
medical stores, distribute these to co- 
adjutors for clinical trial in various 
hospitals and dispensaries throughout 
the country, and receive and tabulate 
the reports. About thirty drugs have 
been experimented with, and in most 
cases a definite opinion has been formed 
of their value. Though this has been 
a somewhat slow and unwieldy agency, 
the. detailed reports have been of great 
service. The Committee, however, have 


‘come’ to the conclusion that the system 


of issuing drugs for experiment and 
report is not a good one, as such work 
should only be entrusted to and can only 
be scientifically carried out by men es- 
pecially qualified in research work. With 


the establishment of the School of Trop- 


ical Medicine in ‘Calcutta, it has been 
proposed that a Chair in Pharmacology, 
with appropriate laboratories, should b«- 
created; here scientific and therapeutic 
results would be obtained that would 
justify the expense attached to the post.

NEW RULING. 


The Oregon Board of Pharmacy 
has given a temporary amendment for 
the duration of the war to the effect 
that any unregistered person who has 
had the necessary drug experience, as 
outlined by the Board, may be in 
charge of a drug store for a period 
of two hours during the necessary ab- 
sence of the registered pharmacist. 
The permits are issued for six months 
and can be canceled at any time 
should the war end. It is simply a 
war measure to aid in many of the 
difficulties which confront the aver- 
age pharmacist.

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BY-PRODUCTS, FROM ‘CITRUS FRUITS 


U. S. Department of Agriculture Develops Ways of Maki Citric 
Acid and Oils from Lemons and Tangerines, and 


The following some 
of the work.done in the interest of the 
citrus fruit producers is taken from the 
annual report of the Bureau of .Chem- 


istry, U. S. Department of Agriculture: 
The development of a method. for 


the manufacture of citrate of lime from 


lemons has been completed, while the 
development of a method for the manu- 
facture of citric acid free from con- 
tamination by heavy metals is well ad- 
vanced. The manufacture of lemon oil 
has been further studied and the de- 
termination of the seasonal variations 
of the oil and citric acid content of 
lemons has been practically completed 


for certain sections of California. A 


study of tangerines has shown that the 
green fruit has value as a source of 
citric acid and that the oil has com- 
mercial possibilities. The manufacture 
of marmalade stock has been wunder- 
taken. | 


A fine orange vinegar. has been man- 


on a small commercial scale 
which promises to find.a market, though 


a limited one, because it costs more to 
produce than the usual product. The 


determination of the composition of 


California oranges with reference to 
season, Climate, soil, location, and meth- 
ods .of. cultivation has been completed 
and the results are being prepared for 


publication. The study of the com- 


position of oranges from selected trees 


has been of great assistance to the 
Bureau of Plant Industry in studying 
bud variations for the . purpose of 


making selections in propagation -expe- 


riments. Similar studies upon grape 


fruit have been begun with the Bureau 


of Plant Industry for the purpose of 
standardizing and improving the varie- 
ties grown. A study to establish the 


range of variation in composition of 
mature Florida and California grape 
fruit has been undertaken to be car- 
ried. through several seasons.

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COAL TAR INDUSTRY. 

The tariff revision on coal tar and 
its products, in force since September, 
1916, is obviously a step toward the 
encouragement of the dye industry in 
this country. <A similar advance in 
the tariff on explosives and various 
chemicals has promoted phenomenal 
progress in the manufacture of these 
products. in.the United States, . ‘These. 
‘measures: are especially necessary in 
the advent of peace, since Germany 
with her well organized and estab- 
lished industries will: prove a formida- 
ble competitor in these fields. The 
conserving of such important natural 
resources is of infinite value to the 


United States and once firmly estab- 


lished such. industries should open 
world markets to our products. 

The discovery of coal for the. manu- 
facture of, illuminating gas accident- 
ally led to the discovery of the value 
of coal tar in making purple. dye. 
England established the first dye fac- 
tory but Germany early recognizing 
the possibilities.of the enterprise, took 
over the matter and to them is cred- 
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ited the marvelous development of the 
coal tar industry. “Attention has more 
recently been called to a great source 
of coal tar by substitution of coke 
for coal in the iron and steel industry 
and condensation of the liquid prod- 
ucts given off in the cooking process. 

To the United States which leads in 
the manufacture of steel and iron this 
is of especial economic value, especial- 
ly in recent years, since conservation 
of by-products in the distillation of 
coal has been effected. Before the 
instillation of by-products coke-ovens, 
the gas, ammonia and coal tar were 
entirely wasted. The value of these 


products wasted in this country is said 


to be sufficient to provide and equip 
a navy and army and maintain an 
adequate national defense. This ruth- 
less waste has been largely due to 
shortsightedness in our people and 
government. 


In addition to the coke obtained 
from coal and which is used:in manu- 
facturing, we should likewise utilize 
ammonia for heating and lighting pur- 
poses and coal tar from which are

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obtained dyes, medicines, food prod- 
ucts, perfumes, motor fuel, photo- 
graphic chemicals, disinfectants, wood 
preservatives and explosives. 

The present enormous demand for 
all of the above products makes the 
coal tar industry a military as well as 
an economic necessity. The many 
dyes comprise only an insignificant 
part of the industry. A few of the 
medicines obtained include local 
anaesthetics such as novocaine, panaes- 
thesin; aid antipyretics such as acet- 
anilide, aspirin, acetphenetidin, triphe- 
nin, phenocoll and pyramidon; spe- 
cifics such as adrenaline, epinine, soa- 
min, arsacetin, salvarsan. In addition 
to these we have laxatives sweeten- 
ers, synthetic essences and other in- 
dispensable products. 

Crude products from coal tar dis- 
tribution include such substances as 
benzol, toluol, xylol, phenol and cresol, 
naphthalene, anthracene, refined tar 
and pitch. 

Experiments in the synthetical pro- 
duction of substances have led to 
the discovery of other allied products 
as the composition of dyes and me- 
dicinals, for example, is found to be 
very closely related. 

The economic folly of depending 
upon one country for any class of 
commodities has been learned during 
the present war and the necessity for 
an organic chemical manufacturing in- 
dustry has awakened, the establish- 
ment of which will necessitate ‘gov- 
ernment cooperation in crushing un- 
fair foreign competition which would 
cause the American manufacturers to 
abandon their plant—Pharm. Era.

PHARMACISTS.

Only a few years ago American 
Pharmacists shuddered at the status of 
pharmacists in the United States Army, 
Navy and Public Health Service. With 
every other civilized country in the 
world giving commissions to their 
pharmacists with the exception of slow- 
going England and even England. giv- 
ing to her pharmacists in civil life the 
title of chemists and the right to prac- 
tice medicine with certain restrictions, 
American pharmacists felt that their 
government was treating their impor- 
tant profession with a serious lack of 
understanding of its true value and 
that such treatment was a menace to 
the lives of thousands upon thousands 
of the people and was degrading to 


their profession. 


Aroused by the conditions existing 
every aggressive and _ progressive 
Pharmaceutical Association and every 
aggressive and progressive pharmacist 
joined the American Pharmaceutical 
Association in a campaign of education 
to secure better conditions for pharma- 
cists in the United States Government 
Service. Their efforts have been per- 
sistent and strenuous, and success after 
success has been steadily won until now 
conditions are so improved that the 
title of United States Government 
Pharmacist is no longer a title of re- 
proach.

THE TOYS OF CHANCE. 


A. Bit of Business Philosophy With a 
Practical Ending. 


The most successful enterprises of 
to-day are those which are properly 
advertised. No business of to-mor- 
row can. become great without adver- 
tising. A concern that does not ad- 
vertise impresses the public as merely 
an experiment... The fact that your 
shop may have been in existence for 
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many years is not’ proof that itis 


favorably known. The public; indeed, 


may look at mere existence for a long 
term of years as a disqualification, in- 
dicating preference for old-time meth- 
ods. It takes advertising to prove 
that you have confidence’ ‘in your 
goods. 
Advertising is the retailer’s most po- 
tent selling force—the mainspring of 
modern business: ‘The force of good 
window display advertising cannot be 
overestimated. As competition mul- 


tiplies, as business opportunities in- 


crease, as new elements enter and di- 
vide the general advertising field, the 
importance of good window display 
advertising becomes almost vital to 
business. To reach the neighborhood 
market individually, to command the 
personal attention of the prospective 
customer, there is no other force so 
absolutely -certain as the force of 
catchy window ‘displays. The ex- 
pense is but an incident—results are 
all-important consideration. Make the 
window do the talking for you—talk 
is not cheap. If anyone thinks for a 
moment that talk is cheap let there 
be inquiry made immediately as to 
what it costs the United States to 
have the Cabinet at Washington talk 
to and with President Wilson. Nor 
was talk cheap in Caesar’s time, for 
Mark Antony addressed the popu- 
lace at length, putting forth the re- 
mark that Brutus was not an honora- 
ble man. ‘Thousands of instances 
could be given to refute the old worn- 
out cry that talk is’ cheap. 

Keep talking to-customers on win- 
dow cards until your shop itself be- 
comes the talk of the town—for that’s 
what the result will be if you keep 
everlastingly at it. It is well to re- 
member also that man and his busi- 
ness are not the toys of chance or 
that true success is the result of ac- 
cident. 
fortune or position to ‘accident or luck 
in comparison with. the ‘masses who 
have to fight every inch of the way 
to their own loaves. What are they 
in reality but the exceptions to the 


Consider’ the few who owe 
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tule that character, merit—not fate or 
“luck”? or any other bogy of the im- 
agination—control ‘the destinies of 
men? The only luck that plays any 
great part in a’ man’s life is that 
which is inherent in a stout heart, :a 
willing hand and an alert brain. 

These things are mentioned in pass- 
ing, that some false impressions may 
be corrected and to add extra force 
to the necessity of concentration on 
the point of advertising what the 
willing hand produces—that the man 
who believes in his work and his shop 
may reap the proper and just reward 
for well defined efforts bestowed on 
the business end. 

Advertising makes two customers 
where one grew before. Special cards 
and price signs should be used in 
every window and upon every arti- 
cle shown in every window. Price 
signs are far more to be relied upon 


to bring in customers than fine fix- 
tures, elaborate any 
amount of electric trick signs, talking 


devices, gas, brass or glass. The 
price sign places the. window on the 
true, practical business basis and al- 
ways can be relied upon as the very 
strongest attraction that can be placed 
before the public. Any advantage to 
be gained by superior methods is in- 


dispensable to complete success—the 


successes of just ordinary folks. Those 
are the successes that you and I and 
the rest of us should consider, for 
they are within our reach; the suc- 
cesses marched to without music, 
reached without applause, but made 
real by the sincerity that inspires 
them and by the mettle that’ achieves 
them. In short, shorn of the neces- 
sity for spectacular exploitation, “suc- 
cess” really means “the most favora- 
ble possible result of one’s best and ° 
most sincere effort to achieve that’ re- 

sult.” 

“The man who'sets about, not nec- 
essarily being the best bricklayer in 
the world, but the best bricklayer that 
hé personally can be, and: becomes 
that, is a “success”; just as much of 
a real success as though he had made 
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a fortune manufacturing bricks or 
earning union wages laying them. © 

Whether or not we reach the ulti- 
mate goal of our dreams, if we have 
done our best to ‘overcome obstacles 
in our paths, to forge ahead through 
adverse circumstances, to make the 
most of what opportunities were ours, 
we can claim success. We stand as 
having achieved the highest goal 
within reach of our efforts. At any 
point in any man’s career he is suc- 
cessful if he has risen to the greatest 
height of usefulness and productive- 
ness within his power. He is more 
of a real success than any man who 
stands above him through more for- 
tunate circumstances, unless that man 
also has truly done his best. 

There are many whom the world 
would stamp as failures who in real- 
ity are marked successes. There are 
many whom the world hails as suc- 
cesses who in reality are marked fail- 
ures. Money doesn’t mean success. 
Fame doesn’t mean success—some- 
times the dividends, but more often 
success leads far away from either. 
Making success means “making good,” 
and making good means, not shaking 
the earth, but filling our corner of it 
to capacity. 

The modest truth is always more 
effective in business than the brazen- 
faced untruth. This applies to adver- 
tising and salesmanship. There are 
always to be found in every city or 
even in small towns, some people, 
firms and some salespeople who rely 
upon exaggerated statements to do 
business. But they “have their day.” 
You will always find that those who 
stick persistently to honorable meth- 


ods and tell the exact truth are the 


only ones who continue to grow. 
The man who says, “I intended to 

do it,” is the man not to be trusted. 

When brought face to face with man- 


ager or proprietor, he is always dis- 


counted 50 per cent. of his apparent 
value. It is a lame excuse for’ any 


man to make. He is the man who 


should be branded “N. G.”' so that he 
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may not be a deception to his future 
employers. Every day valuable oppor- 
tunities are being lost by this. man, be 
he boss or clerk, The old proverb 
still holds good—‘“the road to failure 
is paved with good intentions.” If the 
cap fits, don’t let any one see you put 
it on, but turn right about face and 
correct these errors as fast as they 
loom up over the horizon. Keep the 
sky clear of these clouds and yo ‘ll 
make good.
